Sandalwood Mfll 


When the sack ned door of the 
Uttle millhouse. is first opened all 
that can be seen in the ght of the 
ingle pana of glass let into the roof 
{s n’snnd coloured haze of sandal- 
wooddust, Gradually the big granite 
headed pounders can be distingulsh—- 
ed. They are hinged on a beam and 
ore Hfted in turn by Imnobs or, bosses 
on another beam which ‘is attached 
to the mill wheel, The simplicity of 
he mechanism is heautiful—but 
what Intrigued- William even more 
wos the lubrication system: which 
dealt with the frictlon between the 
osses and the ends of the hammers. 
A hollow bamboo draws water from 
the mill stream, and'sendg it through 
another bamboo which runs the Jength 
of the,beam attached to the mill- 
wheel. Holes are dug in this second 
amboo over each of the bosses which 
recelve a continual drip of water to 
keep them cool. The whole thing 
is supported crazily on stray pieces 
of wood held together by odd bits 
x wire, but it works admirably, 

The sandalwood chips are Imported 
and when they have been pounded 
into fine dust, this dust is, made 
into-paste— which — Igcused on joss 
sticks, 

The whole of the New Territories

D, J. N. Anderson, on the instructions 
of Mr, P, M. Hodgson. 

The following comprised the Jury: 
Messrs. H. C. H. Becher (Foreman), 
Poon Kwan-wuil, Chan Yeung-chal, 
G..E. Ahwee, Tan Joo-lam, Chung 
Kum-chuen and Chan Shiu-wa. 


Glving evidence, Leung denicd 
having taken part In the attack and 
sald-that at the time the murder was 
committed he was drinking tex in a 
tea-shop, in Shanghai Street. He did 
not know Wong, Tso} or the wit- 
nesses who had given evidence 
against him. The reason why they 
had_ testified against him was pro- 
bably mistaken identity. 


Cross-cxamined, Leung sald that 
the Police Interpreter did not ex- 
plain the charge to him but mercly

Mr; Whyatt: Did you, in answer to

“Of tho four persons who fdentified 
Tsol, everyone stated they hnd known 
him for some time and there was not 
one person produced who could say 
thot he had recognised the man 
although he did not know him. Is it 
not possible that these witnesses who 
knew accused had projected his 
identity to the “scene which they 
saw?" osked Mr. Anderson. 


Summing Up 


In his summing up, His Lordship 
reminded the Jury of the gravity of 
the charge and their heavy respon- 
sibilities, and sald that as\no cir- 
cumstances had been put forward 
which might reduce the indictment to 
one of munslaughter,: thelr - verdict 
must be elther guilty or not guilty 
of murder, i . 

The most important and perhaps 
Interesting witness for the Crown 
was the girl hawker, Leung Ngan- 
nui, who had all the ‘faults of her 
sex—an incurable _ curlosity—though 
she gave the impression that sho was 
rather’ stupid. She had, , hawever, 
stuck to her story of having seen both 
accused attnck Wong, and although 
Mr, Anderson had made a suggestion 
tantamount to her having committed 
perjury, he (His Lordship) could not 
find anything why she should do so.

Human observations and testlmony, 
went-.on His Lordship, were essen- 
tlally fallible, but in the present case 
it the Jury avere to adopt the axiom, 
they had.to disregard totally the 
seven witnesses who had stated posl- 
tlvely that: they saw both accused 
among the attackers, and to accept 
the unsupported stories of the de- 
fence. 

‘the Jury retired for 15 minutes 
and after-they had returned thelr 
verdict of guilty, His Lordship sald to 
the prisoners.—"You have been found 
guilty on abundantly clear evidence 
of a deliberate, persistent. and 
abominably cruel attack on 
King-cheung when he wos defen- 
celess, sitting -In.atea-house with hig 
back to you.” ;

Address to Jury 


In his address to the Jury, Mr. 
Whyatt -pointed out the absence of 
any suggestion by the defence that 
whut the witnesses for the Crown 
had said was anything but what they 
honestly believed to be true. This 
meant that everyone of the witnesses 
was honest and therefore thelr evid- 
ence that they positively saw the two 
prisoners in the attack must be be- 
leved. 

Mr. Macnamara reminded the Jury 
that human testimony was always 
fullible and sald there had been 
numerous cases where honest and 
upright people—and well-intentioned 
at the time—had picked out persons 
who later turned out to be not the 
ones whom they believed they saw. 

Mr. Anderson asked the Jury to 
bear in mind that of the 16 witnesses 
called for the prosecution only four 
dn any way implicated Tsoi. Of these 
four, two might be cniied the 
muinstays of the Crown's case, but 
thetr evidence was unreliable in that 
they later attempted to fit in the 
glories they-had told at the Magls- 
racy.

” Wong died on March 20, shortly 
after he had been opcrated on for a 
dislocated shoulder, from ether 
anoesthesia. The operation was 
performed by Dr. Phoon Seck-wah, 
assisted by Dr, E. W. J. Sun, and the 
ether annocsthetic was administered 
by Dr. Au Yeung, surgeon attached 
to the Chinese Air Force, but not 
registered in Hongkong. 


Mr. George She, Instructed by 
Messrs. Lo and Lo, watched the 
proceedings on behalf of the hospital, 
Mr, P. H, Sin held a watching brief 
-on behalf of Dr. Phoon, and Mr, D. L. 
Streliett-was present for the Chinese

sided with Inwlessness and disorder, 
Thakin assoclatlons, “a poisonous 
anti-social creed of domestic and in- 
dustrial unrest and -individunl Indis- 
ciplinc’’ assiduously spread among 
the people. 


The Committee. urges that tho 
whole Indian question must be care- 
fully-revlewed with. a_view to_ascer=. 
taining how far the Indo-Burmese. 
raclal interests are actually “in con- 
‘flict, and assuring to the Indlans 
their status as British subjects to be 
upheld, and that for the Burmese 
thelr econnmis growth should not be 
stifled. 


Reasonable restriction of undesira- 
ble immigrants and full safeguarding 
of Burmese peasants’ rights and wel- 
fare {s also recommended. 


The Committee specially dwells on 
the vital necessity of defining once 
and for all the relations of the Sangha 
and the State to ‘allow no doubt that 
the monks are as much subject to the 
rule of law os any of His Majesty's 
subjects. | : 


The Sangha {is urged to restore 
internal discipline and enforce the

Mr. J. Whyatt, Crown Counsel, ap- 
peared for the prosccutlon, Mr. EL C, 
Macnanmnra, Instructed by Mr. W. C. 
Hung, was for the first accused, and 
the second was represented by Mr, 
D. J..N. Anderson, on the Instructions 
of Mr, P, M. Hodgson,

Mr. Whyatt: Did you, in answer to 
the charge say “I “did not have a 
quarrel with him"?—I did 
quarrel with him, 


Judge's Warning 


Counsel sald that wns not what he 
usked and repeated the question more 
than ten thnes, but accused gave the 
same answer, whereupon he was ad- 
vised by His Lordship that it was in 
his own interests, In’ view of the 
uravity of the charge against him, to 
give a direct “reply, otherwise the 
Jury might dru an adverse infer- 
ence. 

Leung repeated that he did not 
quarrel with Wong, and His Lordship 
then said—~"I£ you do not answer 
such a simple question, I shall write 
down in my notes that you dectinen 
to answer, despite beluy reperiedly 
asked, und this will do you no geod. 

I did say that, because I in fact 
did not quarrel with him,

Address ‘to Jury 


In his uddress to the Jury, Mr. 
Whyatt pointed out the absence of 
any suggestion by the defence that 
What the witnesses for the Crown 
had sald was anything but what they 
honestly belleved to be true. This 
meant that everyone of the witnesses 
was honest and therefore their evid- 
ence that they positively saw the two 
prisoners in the attack must be be- 
lieved. ; : 

Mr. Macnamhra reminded the Jury 
that human testimony was always 
fallible and sald there had been 
numecrous causes where honest and 
upright people—and well-intentloned 
at the time—had picked out persons 
who later turned out to be not the 
ones whom they believed they saw. , 

Mr. Anderson asked the Jury to 
bear in mind that of the 16 witnesses 
called: for the prosecution only four 
in uny way implicated Tsol. Of these 
four, two might be, called the 
muinstays of the Crown's case, but 
their evidence was unreliable in that 
they Jater uttempted to fit in’ the 
stories they had told at the Magis- 
tracy, - . 

Tsol, Counsel continued, was 
alleged to have stabbed Wong in the 
back, but the evidence of the doctor 
told .of no such injury. In fact,

Summing Up 


In his summing up, His Lordship 
reminded the aury of the gravity of 
the charge and their heavy respon- 
sibilities, and sald that an no ¢eir- 
cumstances had been put forward 
which might reduce the Indictment to 
One of manslaughter, their verdict 
must be clther guilty or not gullty 
ot murder. : 

The most Important and pethaps 
interesting witness for the ©Crown 
Was the girl hawker, Leung Ngan- 
nul, who. had all the faults of her 
sex—an incurable curlosity—though 
she gave the Impression that she was 
rather stupid. She had, however, 
stuck to her story of having seen both 
necused attack Wong, and although 
Mr. Anderson had made a suggestion 
tantamount to her having committed 
perjury, he (His Lordship) could not 
‘find anything why she should do 50. 

The defence had put forward. an 
alibi, and yet they had not. seen fit 
to cull witnesses in support of it, 
though this might easily be done. 
Their reactions to the horrible charge 
of murder did not appear to be that 
of an ordinary o: normal person, for 
if they were Innocent, they would 
have at once demanded that inquiries 
be made in the places where they 
sald they had been, ‘but they did not 
'O SQ, 


Human observations and testimony, 
went on His Lordship, were essen- 
tially falilble, but In the present case 
if the Jury were to adopt the axiom, 
they had to disregard totally the 
seven witnesses who had stated posi- 
tively that they saw both accused 
among the attackers, and to accept 
the unsupported stories of the de- 
fence. 

The Jury retired for 15 minutes 
and after they had returned their 
verdict of gullty, His Lordship sald to 
the prisoners.—“You have been found 
guilty on abundantly clear evidence 
of a déliberate, persistent and 
abominably cruel attack on Wong 
King-cheuyg when he was” defen- 
celess, sitting in a tea-house with his 
back to you.” 

The condemned men were led from 
the dock protesting their Innocence. 

His Lordship exempted the Jury 
from service for a year and told both 
Mr. Muacnamara and Mr. Anderson 
that if they had any representations 
to make on behalf of the prisoners 
they were to forward them to the 
proper quarter. 


AIR CAPTAIN'S DEATH 


Coroner Finds No Evidence 
Of Negligence 


A finding of death from misudven- 
ture, with no binme attached to any- 
one, was returned by Mr, R. A. D. 
Forrest sitting’ as Coroner at the 
Central Mogistracy yesterday, when 
the Inquiry into the death of Wong 
Hon-man, 28, captaln in the Chinese 
Alr Force, who dicd. following in 
operation at the Hongkong Sana- 
torlum and Hospital, Happy Valley, 
concluded, - 


Wong diced on March 20, shortly 
after he had been operated on for a 
dislocated shoulder, from ether 
anaesthesla, The operation was 
performed by Dr. Phoon Scck-wah, 
assisted by Dr. E. W. J. Sun, and the 
ether anaesthetic was administered 
by Dr. Au Yeung, surgeon attached 
to the Chinese Air Force, but not 
registered in Hongkong. 


Mr. George She, instructed by 
Messrs. Lo and Lo, watched the 
proceedings on behalf of the hospital, 
Mr. P. H. Sin held a watching brief 
on behalf of Dr, Phoon, and Mr. D, L. 
Sttellett was present for the Chinese 
Commission for Aeronautical Affairs, 

In delivering his finding, the 
Coroner remarked that there had 
been no evidence of negligence.

Tt was a splendid system which 
would be progressively extended as

CHAIRMAN’S SPEECH 

The Hon. Mr, Dodwell sald: 

Gentlemen.—The Report, Revenue 
Accounts and Balance Sheet for the 
year 1038 were issued on the 30th 
March, and you will have had time 
to consider the figures, 1 propose 
therefore to follow the ‘usual custom 
and take these, 1s well as the Au- 
ditors’ Report, as read. 

At our last Mecting you were {n= 
formed that Mr. M. ‘T. Johnson had 
resigned his seat dn your Board and 
was proceeding \yn Home leave, 
Later in the year, Information was 
recelved that Mr, Johnson would 
remain tt Home. : 

Mr. Johnson hus been one of your 
Directors for the past three years 
and was Chairman of the Board in 
1935 and 1936. His advice and 
guidance have been of the’ grentest 
benefit tothe Society and I would 
like to record the regret the Direc- 
tors feel that they will no longer 
have the benefit of his collabora- 
tion, 

Before referring to our own affatrs, 
I think it desirable to mate a brict 
reference to world conditions, during 
the year and the effect they have 
hod on our activities. Nervous ten~ 
ston during 1937, due‘ to the ever 
present fear of war, reached dan- 
gerous heights in the carly part of 
1938, nnd culminated in Sepiember 
jn a ‘crisis that brought Europe to 
the brinke of war. ‘Therenfter poll- 
tical and economical insecurity in- 
creased and capital that should have 
been used productively was turned 
over to the sterile business of pro~ 
ducing weapons of destruction, 

Wars in Spain nnd China continu- 
ed throughout the year without ces- 
sation, and although the first men- 
tloned has ‘now terminated the latter 
continues . with increasing destruc- 
tion. These disturbing factors have 
necessarily had thelr Influence on 
Internatlonal trade and it is rather 
“yemarkable © that. the detrimental 
effects have not been greater than 
4s apparent ot ‘the moment.- . 

Trade in: the British Empire dur- 
ing the year was reasonably satis- 
factory. ‘In the carly months there 
was a falling off that causcd con- 
siderable anxicty, but a stendicr 
conditlon developed | and prevatied 
until the yenr closed. In| America 
-there were welcome signs of recovery 
‘towards the end of the ycar ond it Is 
sincerely to be hoped that these will 
dovelop «sufficiently to re-establish 
the confidence of the investing public, 
for until this occurs it is difficult to 
feel assured that the Trade revival 
chas a-really solid. foundation. The

FOUR Russians who centered a for- 
tified: zono near tho Pescadores off 
tho southwestern coast of Formosa in 
a sailing boat on March 6, and who 
have sinco been undergoing cxamina- 
tions at the Takao District Court, 
Were sentenced to one year penal ser- 
vitude with thelr ship confiscated on 
April 14, it was revealed hero to-day. 
' It is pointed out that the four 
Russians, residents of the Inter- 
national Settlement and French 
Concession in Shanghai, illegally 
landed at Chomosui in the pesea- 
dores on March 6 and after in- 
specting the neighbouring dis- 
trict, attempted to escape in 
their sailing boat. : 

They were subsequently arrested 
by local Japanese gendarmes, After 
preliminary examinations were var- 
ried out by the Japanese gend-, 
armerie sub-station in the Pescadores, 
the Russians were sent to the Talcao 
District Court on March 17 for formal 
Prosccution. 

The accused pleaded that they 
reached the Pescadores due to a de~ 
fective compass while proceeding to 
Manila, They were Prosceuted on 
charges of having violated the Mili- 
tary Secrets Protection Law,
